Prospective Development of Lum- 
bermen's Protective Asso- 
ciations.

At the request of the lumbermen ol 
British Columbia, ihe Western For- 
estry and Conservation Association 
held its annual meeting in Vancouver 
on December lûth. This association 
represents a body of over four hun"- 
dred lumbermen In Idaho, Washing- 
ton, Montana, «>t— .* >n and Californ- 
ia. The chief purp.no of Its organ* 
Its tlon was to secure ndeipiute pro- 
tection from foreU flies, the money 
being provided by .in assessment based 
or. acreage of holdings. The total 
a tea controlled by this association 
Is about 23,000,000 ncres, containing 
fully 800,000,000,000 feet of lumber, 
one-fifth the total lumber wealth of 
the United States and almost as much 
merchantable llmlcr as there Is in all 
Canada. 

This association, at an average cost 
of between two and three cents per 
ucre and an aggregate cost of about 
J'JfW.noO. maintains about 000 regular 
pptTOlmen, besides a large reserve 
force tur emergencies, has built sev- 
eral hundred miles of trails and tele- 
phone Unes sud lias installed numer- 
ous tool caches and look-out stations. 
Large sums have also been spent on 
educational work.

CO-OPERATIVE FIRE 
PROTECTION IN CANADA 



Prospective Development of Lum- 
bermen's Protective Asso- 
ciations. 



Talented former etudent of MoOIII 
Conservatarium, whoia death took 
pltce last Saturday. 



At the request of the lumbermen ot 
British Columbia, the Western For- 
estry and Conservation Association 
held Its annual meeting in Vancouver 
on December 16th. This association 
represents a body of over four hun- 
dred lumbermen in Idaho, Washing- 
ton, Montana, Orr-gjn and Californ- 
ia. Tho chief purpose of its organ- 
isation was lo secure adequate pro- 
tection from fore<t fires, the money 
being provided by an assessment based 
on acreage of holdings, The total 
area controlled by this association 
Is about 30,000,000 acres, containing 
fully 600,000, 000,001) feet of lumber, 
one-fifth the total lumber wealth of 
the United Slates nnd almost as much 
merchantable Limber as there Is in all 
Canada, 

This association, at an average cost 
of between two and three cents per 
acre and nn aggregate cost of about 
t'JOO.OOfl, maintains about C00 regular 
ppttolmen, besides a large reserve 
force for emergencl ■•s, has built sev- 
eral hundred miles of trails and tele- 
phone tines and has installed numer- 
ous tool caches and look-out Stations, 
Large sums have also been spent on 
educational work. Mr. R, T. Allen, 
the I'orester lor this immense timber 
tract In 19l!l, says: - -"Reports to date 

on destruction of merchantable tim- 
ber estimate 11 ill 'hr-e million feet, 
worth perhaps 15,000." One thousand 
five hundred potentlll forest fires 
were extinguished. 

This Is the largest co-operative as- 
sociation of its kind In the world. Pro- 
bably Die second lar-test Is the St. 
Unurlce Klre Protective Association of 
Quebec, which bus also the distinction 
of being the first and only one of its 
kind in Canada.

MINISTERS 1 WOES 



EXPLOSIVES on the farm, though 
as yet. of course, not in general 
use, have proven a decided success. 
As in ull experiments their use at first 
was very limited. A few farmers, per- 
haps with some knowledge of quarry- 
ing, uUlized them to destroy particu- 
larly Inconvenient tree stumps. Nut- 
urally other uses for tho explosives 
suggested themselves until today dy- 
namite or blasting powder- is not only- 
used to break up boulders which may 
render worthless a valuable part of a 
field and Btumps of trees which defy 
tho efforts of machinery for removal, 
but Is proving the farmer's friend in 
the breaking up or subsoil or liardpan 
— the lower strata which cannot be 
reached by the plow or which' has be- 
come' hard — In rejuvenating orchards; 
in planting trees; in splitting logs; in 
making roads; In digging wells and, 
a most important innovation, In exca- 
vating ditches. Particularly effective 
is it, too, in breaking up log jams on 
a. river or lake, though not manv 
farmers aro concerned in tlie.se diffi- 
culties. 

• To the ordinary man, dynamite and 
danger are synonymous. Time was 
when a suggestion of using explosives 
on the .farm in other than weapon 
form would have been regarded as a 
sign of insanity. The world moves, 
however, and at the present time re- 
sponsible persons can use and handle 
dynamite Just -as safely as they can 
bundle gasoline, matches or coal oil. 
True, accidents may occur, for dyna- 
mite Is not ut all suitable to entrust 
to a child or a careless laborer. Neither 
Is a fractious colt which is likely to 
run away; or a binder or uther valu- 
able and intricate machine which may 
be almost irreparably injured. Acci- 
dents will occur with dynamite but if 
properly handled there is no more 
danger from it on the farm than there 
Is from fire, flood, storm or any of 
the other numerous mishaps which af- 
fect the average farmer. Improved 
manufacture and time-tested methods 
have rendered accidents, practically 
nil, where proper care is exercised.— 
Tile Canada Monthly.
